The ideas that many entertain of educa- 
tion are far from republican. It has been 
held and firmly maintained that light 
comes from above.” Their notion fs to 
impart the blessings of education to a cer- 
tain class, and then it may be gradually 
diffused among the masses. Accordingly, 
colleges and universities have been estab- 
lished at certain points, and fostered by gov- 
ernment and private ns. Bat it has 
been found that, either intentionally or not, 
the benefits of these, in most cases, have 
reached only a. privil few. England 
has .pursued this policy for hundreds of 
years; yet, though she has fostered a no- 
bjlity, a large proportion of her people have 
ever been uneducated, and are so to this 
day. Nevertheless, with a clear concep- 
tion of the fact that “knowledge is power,” 
as recently demonstrated by Germany, we 
too pursue the same course, though our 
republican ideas should point in a different 
direction. Colleges, universities, aad agri- 
cultural schools are establishod and receive 
the aid of the government itself, while a 
damaging negative influence is brought to 
bear against general education, and that, 
too, from a source not to be expected. No 
objection is here raised against education in 
its highest departments. This is all right, as 
far as it goes. The light of a single bright 
star is better than total darkness, but we 
would prefer the brilliancy of the whole 
firmament. 

It is true that light comes from above: 
but it is reflected and reflected again and 
again: everything throws light oa every- 
thing, and all are benefited by its benign 
influence. There is no partiality in its dif- 
fusion. All things, vegetable and animal, 
spring to life and receive constant acces- 
sions of vitality from its unrestricted power. 
Not so with education. It is partial in its 
distribution, and although we know that it 
constitutes the governi wer wherever 
it prevails, yet it is local in its influences. 
Although we know that ignorance has a 
tendency to reproduce ftself, we meet with 
unlooked-for opposition in giving the first 
impulse to the car of reform. Senator 
Brown, in the last Legislature, while advo- 
cating a bill that would have robbed the 
school fund, said, referring to Georgia: 
Our natural resources are boundless; mil- 
lions of treasure are lying hid and undevel- 
oped in our soil.” This language, though 
stereotyped and often used for buncome, is 
undoubtedly true. But it is equally true 
that there are intellectual treasures—re- 
sources of immortal mind—lying hid in the 
land, for want of development. The lan- 
guage of Gray is truthful and to the point, 
though melancholy in its strain: 

“Fall many a gem of purest ray serene, 

The dark unfathomed caves of ocean bear; 
Full many a flower is born to blush unseen, 
And waste its sweetness on the desert air. 

The gem may be found, but it will de- 
mand intelligent skill to polish and bring 
out its beauties; and enlightened mind will 
be required to discover the flower, deter- 
mine its class and order, and appreciate its 
fragrance. The Republic of Letters, when 
properly administered, will bring to the 
light of day many a genius in embryo to 
bless and adorn the land. The world al- 
ways needs, and now no less than ever, 
elevated sentiment and refined morality, 
and, by example as well as precept, high- 
toned honor and unbending integrity. 

But the question may arise just here: 
Does the general diffusion of knowledge 
possess a tendency to elevate the morals 
and reform the conduct of the people as a 
whole? If you will explain why evil ex- 
ists in the world, and why every work and 
device of man falls short of perfection, then 
the question may be more easily answered. 
With shame it must be confessed that edu- 
cation does sometimes smooth the path 
of scoundrels, make rogues more accom- 
plished, and corruption more unblushing, 
even in high places. These evils are not 
inherent, however, in education any more 
than in religion, but collateral in both. 
The exposure and denunciation that follow 
the criminal conduct from an honest and 
enlightened press, which may now be called 
the First Estate, show that still there is 
virtue in the land; that, notwithstanding 
party ties, will crush the wrong and elevate 
the right. The educators of mankind, 
when they know they are right, must still 
indulge hope and struggle on, notwith- 
standing the difficulties in their way. Have 
the teachings of the pulpit, the honest 
press and well-conducted schools, to say 
nothing of the correctly regulated family 
circle, done nothing to enlighten and civ- 
ilize the world? Just as surely as day 
follows the light of the sun, just so surely 
does civilization follow in the wake of 
science and Christign literature. 

The polished arte have humanized mankind, 
Softened the rude and calmed the boisterous mind.

No un- 
educated man could ever have contrived a 
method of transmitting messages by means 


of electro-magnetism; or discovered the 


power of steam to drive machinery, wheth- 
er stationary or locomotive, by land or 
ocean; or applied his inventive skill to the 
beautiful properties of light as displayed 
in the art of photography. And thus it is 
of all the discoveries and inventions that 
have been made during the last fifty years, 
all of which contribute te the prosperity of 
man. 

But, as before observed, education in 
this ee been too much confined, 
in quality and degree, to the higher insti- 
tutions of learning, leaving the oes ina 
state of comparative ignorance. While we 
promote one great interest, we must not 
neglect another equally important. The 
primary school is an important feeder to 
the higher seminaries. Nothing can be 
conceived of more deplorable than neg- 
lected mind; yet the wants of a great pro- 

ortion of minds in our own State are 

nown. Shall this negligence continue? 
Many patriotic men are using every effort 
to bring about a better state thirgs. The 
unselfish labors of the Georgia State Teach- 
ers’ Association, w.ose proceedings I have 
watched both before and since the war, in 
behalf of public schools, will be honored 
and appreciated one hundred years hence 
more than they are to-day.

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Death of the Great Scuipter. 


As annousced by telegraph, Hiram Powers 
breathed his last in Florence, Italy, at 7 
o'clock of Friday morning, after an illness of 
long duration. He was nearly 68 years of 
age, having been born on the 29th day of 
July, 1805, at Woodstock, Vermont. In 
his youth, which was, passed on his father’s 
poverty-stricken farm, be managed to 
acquire from the district school some 
knowledge of drawing. The farm would 
not support the large family, and 
so they removed to Ohio. After bis father’s 
death the youthful artist wandered off to 
Cincinnati, where he followed various call- 
ings for bis daily bread and butter, until be 
became acquainted witha German sculptor, 
from whom he learned the rudiments of the 
aculptor’s art. fie sovun produced busts of 
considerable merit. In 1835 he visited 
Washington, and was for some time em- 
ployed in modeliing busts of distinguished 
men. With the pr ceeds of these efforts he 
was enabled to visit Italy in 1837.. In the 
same year he established himself at Florence, 
where he has ever since resided, with the ex- 
ception of a few brief visits at Rome, etc.

The “Fish- 
er Boy,“ II Penseroso,” and, a statue of 
Calnoun for the State of South Carolina, are 
among his other well-known works. The 
latter, his best work of the kind, after suffer- 
ing shipwreck off the coast of Long Island, 
was safely deposited in Charleston. His 
busts of Jackson, and of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, and his bronze statue of Webster, have 
long been subjects of praise and admiration. 

The dead sculptor never revisited his na- 
tive land, although he had long contemplated 
doing so. He was wedded to his art; and 
his genius, which once at least extorted the 
admiration of Thorwaldsen, done much to 
advance the reputation of his countrymen in 
the art centers of the Old World.

Now the rains have 
been light, then very heavy. Our correspon- 
dent planted 60 acres in cotton, and expects 
to make 25 bales. 

The market in New Yord has been quiet; 
sales five thousand four hundred bales spots; 
no change in price. Sale of contracts nipety 
thousand bales, with a rise of from 1-4 to 1-2 
a cent. This was natural, as it was just at 
the close of the month. 

As next week is to be general holiday in 
New York, the business, both in spots and 
contrects, will likely be dull and small, with 
not much change in price. Last year, 
after the July holidays, the price ran rap- 
idly down, and it is ‘kely we may have a 
change to lower prices about the same time 
this year. 

The market in Liverpool has been dull, 
with small sales; no change in price, and it 
is Lkely it will be very dull next week, in 
consequence of our holidays, and better 
crop reports from this side. 

The stock there was counted this week, 
end American found to be short 50,000 bales, 
but all others Increased 57,000, making a to- 
tol increase of stock 7,000 bales. 

There are now 160,000 bales of American 
cotton afloat for Liverpool; of which 50,000 
bales will be due, and shouid be received 
there next week. For the week ending June 
20th the receipts at Bombay were 19,000 
bales; shipments to Great Britain 24,000; to 
continent 4,000 bales. For the next four 
months the receipis at Bombay will be ex- 
tremely small. 

We give here some statistics of the cotton 
manufacturers of the United States for 1872. 

The complete statistics of the manufacture 
of cotton goocs in this country have just 
been furnished by the census office and are 
full of factsof much general interest. 

From them we learn that there are 
in the United States 956 distinct es- 
tablishments, of which Massachusetts has 
191, Rhode Island 139, Pennsylva- 
nia 138, Connecticut 111, New York 
61, New Hampshire 36, Georgia 34, North 
Carolina 33, Tennessess 23, New Jersey 27, 
Maine 23, Maryland 22, Alabama 13, South 
Carolina 12, and Virginia 11, with an aggre- 
gate horse power of 102,409. There are in 
all these mills 157,310 looms ; 3,594,477 frame, 
and 3,437,938 mule spindles; 42,790 male 
bands above 16; 69, female 
hands above 13, chil - 
dren. The 8 paid 
during the yerr were $39,044,132. Of ma- 
terials used during that time there were 398,- 
308,259 pounds of cotton; of yarns, 6,222, 
189 pounds; of cotton warp, 186,100 — 
of cotton waste, 5,234,260 pounds. The ag- 


gregate weight of the produced was 
214,572 pounds, and the aggregate value 
of the product $177,489,739. 

As most of the mills are pretty well 
stocked up with good cotton, having taken 
thus far about one hundred thousand bales 
more than last year same time, and a large 
number of them running short time, they 
will not require more,and probably not so 
much, as our receipts will be for the next two 
montbs, leaving what we now have on hand 
for export and stocks at the end of the 
season. 

If a retrospection of the past will help us 
to forecast the future, we will give the follow- 
ing a8 one reason why cotton may go down 
next month: For four years it has declined 
every year in July—in 1869 1 cent, 1870 half 
a cent, 1871 3 of a cent, 1872 41-4 cents. Is 
it likely this year will be an exception ‘to the 
rule? We can see no:guod reason for it. 

We have been asked Does a dry or wet 
May make a material difference in the out- 
turn of the crop?” Our experience of thirty 
years is this: If the seeds have all come up by 
the first of May, and a good stand secured, 
it would be much better, for many reasons, 
to have no rain in May. It gives planters 
a fine chance to chop outto a stand and 
clear the young plants of grass—so if there 
comes rains in June and July, they can grow 
and spread, and make a large bottom crop. 

This year tne very high price, considering 
the size of the crop, caused planters to over- 
crop themselves; and the very frequent light 
rains in May caused the grass as well as the 
cotton to grow very fast; but all hands have 
worked so well—never better—that three- 
fourths of the crop has not been injured by 
grass at all; one-fourth has been neglected 
some, and the grass has prevented the plants 
from spreading and fruiting as well as if they 
had been clean. This one-fourth is two weeks 
late, and no doubt injured 100,000 bales, and 
not more. It is hard to distinguish 
the true from the false reports, 
for it is to the interest of the planter to get 
all he can for his email crop. We have cva- 
versed lately with quite a number of our 
most successful planters, and they all egree 
that the crops are a little late—ten days to 
two weeks—not much grass, and prospects 
very fine. 

We never saw so little water fall during 
eight weeks of rainy weather. No more 
rain has falien than we have seen fall in 
forty-eight hours in the winter. Farmers 
lost but one day in May. The showers 
came often, but 
not leave 
month they have lost from two to three days, 
as the rains have been heavier. Ten more 
days of fine weather and all the fields will 
be clean. The few abandoned fields will be 
worked and they will make from a half to 
three-fourths of a crop, depending on the 
lateness of the fall. The rain-fail has not 
been half as much as in May and June, 1871 
Frequent ligkt showers do not 
much, but heavy, washing rains do great 
damage as they did in 1871. A wet July 
and August will do much more damage than 
a moderately wet May. 

We never saw a finer prospect than there 


we have four weeks, which we believe is 
is about a fair average; but hot, dry weather 
may extend this time a week, whilst warm, 
wet weather may shorten the time nearly a 
week.
